End of the 
econ lunch

rhe fifty-cent hot lunch has disappeared 
from the cafeteria. Where has it gone? 

According to William C. Webb, director 
of the Hornet Foundation, the Hornet 
Foundation Board of Directors decided 
they could no longer afford to provide 
the fifty-cent lunch despite records 
showing food services, vending machines 
and cafeteria operations made $14,339 
during the last fiscal year including the 
time when the fifty-cent lunch was 
provided 

Webb states that increased operational 
costs can easily absorb the $14,000 profit 
of last year. Reporting that at the present 
time, new contracts are being negotiated 
with cafeteria employees. The cafeteria 
employs 77 people with salaries from $2 
to $4.81 per hour. Food costs have also 
risen. 

At the time the lunch was introduced 
last semester, it was only fora trial period 
of April and May. The fifty-cents covered 
just the cost of food. but not wages or 
overhead. 

Webb states that fifty-cents would still 
cover the cost of food, but not wages or 
overhead. Therefore, the Board decided 
that they could no longer provide the 
lunch at a loss. 

it is possible for the Board to change 
this policy at any time they see fit. In 
questioning Webb about this policy stand, 
he states that it is up to the Board to 
order their priorities as they see fit. Last 
spring it was necessary to organize 4 
student boycott to effect change in 


policy.

This institution is now and has for the 
last couple of semesters offered courses 
of interdisciplinary nature to any 
interested student. However, it is the 
purpose of this article to inform those 
students in our cducational department 
that our curriculum is under attack 

The aggressor is the San Juan School 
District which has denied recognition of 
credits earned in 96/196 classes. San Juan 
chooses to call them Fad Classes 

You may ask, “What is the area of our 
curricubim that is called fad courses oe 
covers black studies, including black 
humor and black literature two areas 
that have just begun to expose the culture 
of 21% of our society 

Fad courses also cover the “Liberation 
of the American Woman.” This course of 
study covers 53% of our society and is 
struggling to gain its deserved recogniton 

Then there are Chicano studies 
especially pertinent to the Cahfornia area, 
where a large proportion of its population 
is derived from Mexican-Amencan 
descent. In other words, these fad courses 
cover some 65% or more of our 
population and the real problems which 
are confronting them 
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almost impossible 

Only nine American prisoners held in 
North Vietnam have been allowed 
repatriation by the Hanot Government 
These nine men had been prisoners for 
less than two years (except one man, who 
was held for 28 months.)

$125,000 damage at the campus branch of the Bank 
of America at the University of California at Irvine 
early yesterday. A bank spokesman said it was 
“apparently the result of an incendiary device.” 

“Death to the Pigs’ and other messages were 
sprayed on the branch’s outside walls with black 
paint, authorities said. No one was hurt in the 12:13 
a.m. blaze. There was no reported explosion. 

It was the second major fire at a campus branch of 
the world’s largest bank this year in California. Last 
February demonstrators, saying the ba..k represented 
the “establishment,” burned down a branch in Isla 
Vista adjacent to the University of California at Santa 
Barbara.

Ford resurrection at San Jose 


Survival Car is coming up. The i970 Ford 
Maverick that was buried on the San Jose State 
College campus last Spring (Feb. 20) is being 
unearthed this coming week. 

After an eight month rest in its 12 foot deep 
grave, the car is being dug up on Thursday, Oct. 29, 
to further dramatize the necessity for ecologically 
sane transportation policy. 

Survival Faire, the on-campus ecology action 
group that originally buried the car,is cooperating 
with and has the full support of Citizen for Rapid 


Transit and the Santa Clara County Board of 
Supervisors in this endeavor. 

Following the raising of the car, it will be 
compacted into a 36” by 24” solid block and 


presented to the people of Santa Clara 
County~-eventually to be used as the cornerstone for 
the first rapid transit station to be built in the 
county. 

It is specifically being brought up at this time to 
dramatize the need for such a system in Santa Clara 
County and in support of local Measure “A” which, if 
passed, establishes a mass transit district for the 
county and enables negotiation with other such 
districts in the Bay Area

What’s the Law 


Mastering the Draft

Many young men are secret C.O.’s. Unfortunately the secret is kent 
even from themselves. While their beliefs are “religious” according to 
current law, the secret C.O.’s remain needlessly hung up on the word 
“religious.” 

That word is still very much a part of the law. The Selective Service 
Act requires that conscientious objection to participation in war in any 
form must exist “by reason of religious training and belief.”’ This key 
phrase has been interpreted broadly by the Supreme Court 

Five years ago, in United States vs. Seegerthe Supreme Court declared 
that a draft board’s central task is “to decide whether the beliefs 
professed by a registrant are sincerely held and whether they are, in his 
own scheme of things, religious.” 

“The reference to the registrant's ‘own scheme of «hings,’” observed 
the Court this year in Welsh v. United States, ‘‘was intended to indicate 
that the central consideration in determining whether the registrant’s 
beliefs are religious is whether these beliefs play the role of a religion in 
the registrant’s life.” 

To make this determination a draft board can first listen to the 
registrant himself. If he uses the word “religious” to explain the nature 
and role of his beliefs, he is declaring, in effect, that his beliefs, no 
matter how unorthodox, do, in fact, function as his religion. “In such 
an intensely personal area,” the Supreme Court warned in Seeger, “the 
claim of the registrant that his belief is an essential part of a religious 
faith must be given great weight.”’ 

Of course, the  registrant’s claim, 
determinative. A far more objective

persuasive, is not 
was announced by the 


Supreme Court in Seeger. Under this test, the requirement of “religious 
training and belief’’ can be fulfilled by ‘‘a sincere and meaningful belief 
which occupies in the life of its possessor a place parallel to that filled 
admittedly 


by the God of those qualifying for the [C.O.]

For the second year in a row the 
Sacramento State Hornets have 
failed to produce a homecoming 
victory as SSC dropped a 28-21 
decision to visiting Chico State 
After taking a 21-0 first quarter 
advantage, the Hornets watched 
helplessly as the Wildcats put an 
end to the Hornet edge, 4 win 
skein that saw the Hornets besting 
the Wildcats for the last ten years. 
Not since 1959 have the Wildcats 
been able to crack the win column 
against SSC and in the first 
quarter it looked like they may 
have had to wait until 1971. But 
it was not so 

The Hornets got on the 
scoreboard the second time they 
had the ball. Mike Lippi, who hit 
on 12 of 27 with three 
interceptions. combined with 


flanker Chris Bowman to set up 
the first Hornet score. The big 
play of the 79-yard drive was a 
48-yard pitch to the fleeting 
Bowman who finally was hauled 
down at the four. Two plays later 
Gerald Ford burst over from the 
one. 

Ford also tallied the Hornets’ 
second TD on an electrifying 
71-yard romp over his left guard 
Ford seemed to burst through the 
hole and then it was just a 
foot-race to the goal. As one 
Chico linebacker described it, ““We 
were in a tight defense trying to 
stop the first down. The hole 
opened quickly and closed about 
as fast but he (Ford) caught us off 
guard and before anyone realized 
it, he was on his way.”

Sac Symphony needs support!

SSC students have been called 
apathetic at times but perhaps the 


college is an extension or 
refiection of the 
community-at-large. Sacramento 


has demonstrated its apathy by 
refusing to support the 
Sacramento Capitols, its own first 
and probably last professional 
football team. Will it continue its 
tradition of apathy in community 
affairs by not supporting the 
Sacramento Symphony 
Orchestra's drive to match funds 
with the Ford Foundation Grant 
of $500,000? 

The Sacramento Symphony 
Orchestra was chosen as one of 
sixty-one of the nation’s fourteen 
hundred orchestras to receive a 
Ford Foundation Grant in 1966. 


This grant is to be matched by the 
community before June, 1971, 
then a total amount of 
$1,000,000 will become a 
permanent endowment fund for 
the support of the orchestra. 
Approximately $250,000 has 
been contributed so tar. 
Sacramento must make a 
concerted effort in the next seven 
months so that this entire sum 
will not be lost to apathy 

SSC has a stake in this drive. Dr. 
George W. Fenley of SSC’s music 
department is the concert master 
for the symphony (second in 
command) and is the principal 
violinist. He serves Sacramento 
along with sevenother faculty 
members: Ben Glovinsky, Dr.

exemption 

With this formula in mind, consider the beliefs expressed by one 
Forest Peter, a co-defendant with Daniel Seeger in United States v. 
Seeger. “Since human life is for me a final value,’ Peter wrote in his 
C.O. questionnaire . . (it) is the supreme expression of human nature, it 
is man thinking his highest, feeling his deepest, and living his best.”” 

At his trial (for refusing induction) Peter testified: “Il think my actions 
are probably motivated most thoroughly by a feeling of relationship 
and love [toward] other living objects in the world, and in seeing these 
other living objects. I can narrow it down closer, I can define it as a 
belief in the mystery of the heart of them, the essence of being alive, 
and my respecting and loving this livingness in other objects and human 
beings. . God. These just do not happen to be the words I use.” 

Despite the words Peter did use, his beliefs were held to be “religious 
training and belief.” In part of the Seeger opinion, the Court decided 
that Peter's beliefs occupied in his own scheme of things a place parallel 
to that filled by the God of a more traditionally religious person. 

Last June the Court took the same approach again in the Welsh case 
Elliott Welsh’s beliefs also fulfilled the Seeger test. In so finding, the 
Court ruled: “If an individual deeply and sincerely holds beliefs that are 
purely ethical or moral in source and content but that nevertheless 
impose upon him a duty of conscience to refrain from participating in 
any war at any time, those beliefs certainly occupy in the life of that 
individual ‘a place parallel to that filled by ...God’ in traditionally 
religious persons. Because his beliefs function as a religion in his life, 
such an individual is as much entitled to a ‘religious’ conscientious 
objector exemption. ..as is someone who derives his conscientious 
opposition to war from traditional religious convictions.” 

By now you can see that whether or not your beliefs are “religious” is 
purely a legal question. If your beliefs meet the Seeger test—as 
reaffirmed in Welsh—then they are “religious” according to the 
supreme law of the land. Therefore, you would be legally justified in 
calling your beliefs “religious.” Remember, you are really pressing a 
point of law, not settling a metaphysical debate, and your claim that 
your beliefs are “religious” is entitled to “great weight.” 

Try to read the following letter written to a draft board and decide 
whether the language reveals “religious” beliefs: “As a result of a 
number of problems of conscience with which I have been preoccupied 
for the past months,” one registrant wrote, “I am bound to declare 
myself unwilling to participate in any violent military conflict, or in 
activities made in preparation for such an undertaking. My decision 
arises from what I believe to be considerations of validity from the 
standpoint of the welfare of humanity and the preservation of the 
democratic values which we in the United States are struggling to 
maintain. I have concluded that war, from the practical standpoint, is 
futile and self-defeating, and that from the more important moral 
standpoint, it is unethical.” 

Does this language seem not quite “religious” to you? Do you think 
the letter is too overtly secular? If so, you had better reconsider the 
legal definition of a “religious” C.O. You see, the letter was written by 
Daniel Seeger who was found to be entitled to the C.O. exemption by 
the United States Supreme Court

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Press freedoms are 
endangered by Copley 


It’s awfully hard to act as the watchdog of government when saboteurs 
from within are working in compliance with the very forces which seek 
to muzzle the press. 


Recently, a most atrocious act was committed by the owners of the 
Copley Publishing Company, and in particular the Sacramento Union, a 
member of the Copley organization. 


On orders from Copley headquarters in La Jolla, California a month or 
so ago, the publisher instructed the librarian at the Sacramento Union 
to dig out all negatives on file Which showed any demonstrations or 
riotous action filmed in the Sacramento area. The negatives were to be 
sent to Copley headquarters. 


Copely headquarters, staffers have learned, then turned the negatives 
over to the Federal Bureau of Investigation, an action that puts the 
newsgathering organization whose freedoms are guaranteed under the 
Constitution directly into police work. 


Protests of the ne ae 
the safety of photographers who may be assi to cover other public 
disruptions and makes it almost impossible to maintain the i of 
unbiased newsmen recording events for information of the vublic. 


The action is appalling, and with the current trend toward 
conservatism and repression of freedoms in the US, it is imperative, as a 
saf against the ultimate repression of freedom of the press, to 
band together all and any agencies and individuals connected with the 
news media and form an alliance for the protection of our freedoms 
and if this be in the form of censoring a fellow publisher, it is all the 
more understandable. 


Copley en oe not only deserve to be reprimanded, they deserve 
to be condemned in the harshest sense of the word.
